WAGES AND THE UNIONS 


EF a few weeks the wage agree- 

ments signed two years ago will 
run out. Bargaining over new agree- 
ments has not yet started, and opi- 
nions are divided even concerning 
the principles on which they should 


. be based. The range of views held 


in this respect reflects the wide- 
spread uncertainty about the actual 
State of Israel's economy. 


The trade unions, headed by His- 
tadrut secretary general Yitzak Ben- 
‘Aharon, insist, of course, on a sub- 
stantial wage hike: they argue that 
private consumption per capita fail- 
ed to advance in 1971, (though 
statistics allegedly proving that 
are far from conclusive) and that 
this should be taken as evidence of 
the decHning share of wage-earners 
in the growing National Product . 
To be sure, current consumption per 
capita, ie. our living standard, is 
almost 20 per cent higher than five 
years ago, and its rapid advance 
has long since been considered to 
exceed our resources. 


Time and again economists, public 
spokesmen, and even Histadrut lea- 
ders, have recommended that it be 
checked as a precondition for divert- 
ing local production to exports. This 
indeed ‘was an aim of the “package 
deal." As a matter of fact, exports 
soared 22 per cent in the first ten 
months of 1971, much more than 
was achieved last year. 


One might have expected the 
government to point to the success 
of tts policy, and to insist on further 
wage restraint as the best means to 
διὰ exports, particularly in view of 
an increasingly competitive world 
Market situation. In fact, however, 
Mr. Sapir fully supports the trade 
unions’ basic claim. The current 
debate concerns only the manner 
and the size of the forthcoming 
wage hike. 

The Histadrut wants wages to be 
raised in the traditional manner, by 
collectiva bargaining. Mr. Sapir has 
suggested a uniform formula which 
would restrict the wage hike by and 
large to the c.o.l, allowance, plus 
the abolition of the forced saving 
loan and the defence duty, This 
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alone would reise the aggregate 
take home wage by about 9 
per cent. Adding to thia the 
wage creep — which proceeds on 
an individual basis — and the sugges- 
ted introduction of a legal wage 
minimum (intended to raise low 
basic wages by 10 to 20 per cent), 
one may expect the aggregate net 
wage amount to increase about 13 
per cent. 


Double advantage 


The employers have not yet stated 
their position, but they will probab- 
ly accept Mr. Sapir’s proposal, 
which has a double advantage from 
their point of view: one third of 
the suggested wage increment will 
come from the Treasury, and the 
trade unions will have to renounce 
additional claims. 

‘The Histadrut’s wage demands 
have not yet been finalized, and the 
targets set out tedate (by the metal, 
building and agricultural unions) go 
substantiaHy beyond the hike propo- 
sed by Mr. Sapir. But the main dif- 
ference between the two approaches 
concerns the distribution of the 
eventual wage gains. If net wage- 
income fs raised following cuts in 
fiseal charges (including the tax- 
free c.o.l. allowance), its major 
beneficiaries will be the high-brack- 
et wage-earners. Even the wage 
creep is likely to benefit them most. 
Under present circumstances this 
might perhaps be advisable an 2 
stop-gap for the tax reform which 
seems to ‘be delayed for the tlme 
being, because it is the performance 
of skilled workers which is crucial 
in full employment conditions. 


But the trade unions are under- 
standably loath to agree to a policy 
which runs counter to their ‘basic 
philosophy, It is mot that the unions 
oppose some of their members im- 
proving their wage terms. But they 
would like to be active in the pro- 
cess, to achieve the wage hike by their 
own collective bargaining. To that 
end, their aim is, first, to set ἃ 
minimum for the general wage hike 
— say, by a col. allowance plus 
the proposed legal wage minimum 
— and then to allow additional wage 
gains to be achieved by individual 
unions and labour groups. 


Tt goes without saying that once 
the green light is given to wage 
demands, inflationary pressure will 
be stepped up, and the elready shaky 
profitability of many industries will 
be dangerously undermined. Since 
the government is obviously πὸ lon- 
ger in a position to bail out bank- 
rupt ventures, the resuits of such a 
course could easily be disastrous. 


Another issue being fought over 
inside the Histadrut concerns the 
maintainance of wage differentials. 
Just as wage averages are of little 
interest for individual workers; so 
gains achieved by one labour group 
are of no consolation for a less 
fortunate one. Under the “package 
deal” 8. lid was imposed on “official” 
wages. But substantial advances in 
a number of manufacturing indus- 
tries, in building trades and trans- 
port, seem to be poorly reflected in 
the published statistics. In condi- 
tions of full employment additional 
incentives had to be offered to 
attract labour, and the collective 
wage ‘bargaining, has been to a 


great extent replaced by the wage 


ereep. 
However, this too has 


been held in bounds by the official “2 


wage freeze, ie. by the unions’ 
claims except in special cases. Tt is 
small wonder. that now, with the 
“package deal" coming to an end, the 
unions would like to reassert them- 
selves as the champions of their 
rank and file. But it also goes 
without saying that any attempt to 
raise the lower brackets will 
soon make itself felt in the entire 
wage structure, 


Wages not inflexible 


This does not mean that the wage 
differentials are immovabie or irre- 
duceable. But owing to the increas- 
ed imdependerice of the individual 
trade unions the issue can no longer 
be settled without proper consulta- 
tion with the groups concerned, and 
without frank discussion of every 
case on its merits. Since this is 
unlikely to happen for the time 
being, the infighting will probably 
continue. 

‘The paradox is that the weaker 
the Histedrut, the more is it likely 
to support militant factions. Two 
years ago Massive wage demands 
were avoided in the nick of time dy 
Mr. Sapir’e threat to counter them 
by a series of taxes. Today this 
Kind of remedy will not work. 
Instead the Bank of Israel governor 
has already invoked the spectre of 
mass unemployment. The question is 
however, whether the slow-down 
mentality wii not gain momentum 
at a time when so much depends on 
the economy's confidence and sound 
growth.

PRICE OF NATAD 


A CURTOUS post - devaluation 
development is the low prive of

How- 
ever, as the privilege of buying for- 
eign securities with: this- money has 
a value of its own, Natad~ usually 
commands a premium. This premium 
can be substantia], in particular 
when people expect a devaluation. 
In the summer of 1969, the price 
of Natad was as high as 114.70 for 
$1, a premium of no less:than 34 
per cent above the then official 
rate of 11.3.50 for $1. During 1971, 
ἢ dropped somewhat, to rise after 
the August devaluation to above 
34.20, as the new official price for 
the doHar became the new “floor” 
for the price of Natad. 


As in previous devaluations, the 
price of Natad stayed for a short 
time only at the lowest possible 
point, to rise again to a premium 


December 16.

more, above the official rate. Most 
observers expected that the new 
Natad price would soon jump again 
to IL4.50 or 114.60. But this did 
not happen. After a few attempts 
to gain in price, the Natad rate 
dropped again close to the official 
rate. A week ago it advanced to 
114.30, but again declined to IL4.23. 
It has remained at this low level 
for several months, Buyers of Natad 
have to pay Il4.24 for one dollar, 
or only one per cent above the 
minimum price possible. Sellers re- 
ceive 11.4.20, the official rate for the 
dolar, the difference being the com- 
mission of the banks who operate 
the market. This curious situation 
has been in force for a couple ‘of 
monibs now, despite the rising price 
of dollar notes on the black market. 
The recent black dolar was quoted 
at 14.54, about 8 per cent above 
the official price. 


‘The explanation of this anomaly 
is probably the ack .-of in- 
terest at present prevailing in play- 
ing the foreign stock exchanges. The 
New York ‘Stock Exchange has been 
in the doldrums most of this year 
and price trends on many Continen- 
tal bouraes are also weak. This does 
not encourage speculation and this 
weakens demand for the Natad dol- 
lars. Also, as is usual after a deva- 
luation, the proportion of restitution 
recipients seeking to sell their

Here are extracts from the 
address given by Israel For- 
eign Minister Abba Eban to 
the U.N. General Assembly 
during its debate on the 
Middle East. 


(THERE are pkaces in the world 
today in which the balance of 
peace and war is even more pre- 
carious than in the Middle Hast. 
But the conflict In our region must 
still command our vigilance and 
concérn, The urgent task is to 
atrengthen the cease-fire, to begin 
detailed and concrete negotiations, 
and to show directions in which a 
final peace can be approached, 

? speak for a nation whose as- 
piration for peace Is deepened and 
enlarged by particular memories. 
They are memories which 20 other 
people can fully share, Isrgel’s pre- 
occupation with survival and secur 
rity has been sharpened by the re 
collections of a horror ἰοὺ vast for 
words. It is the grief of the Jewish 
people as it stands in memory be- 
fore the ashes of six million of its 
kin. : 

From this experience we have 
learned that many things in our 
history are too terrible to be be 
lieved, but that nothing in our his- 
tery ils too termdble to have hap- 
pened. 

We also preserve the unfading 
tmage of our ordeal in the summer 
of 1967. We had then been assailed 
by an implacable hostility for over 
two decades. Across the entire 
world there was now serious, sudden 
and well-founded talk, of our pos- 
sible destruction. 

With overwhelming concentra- 
tions of troops, aircraft and tanks 
pressing in upon Israel from south 
and e23t and north, with its south- 
ern approaches blockaded in an 
open declaration of war, with 
threats of violent strangulation 
coming to its ears from ominoua- 
ly short distances across the armis- 
tiee lines, Israel gathered its uiti- 
mate energies for the defences of 
life and home. 


Convulsion of hate 


When we see and hear an Arab 
warrior drinking the blood of 2 
fallen prime minister in a fearful 
convulsion of hate, we are remind: 
ed of what would befall every man. 
woman and child in Israel lf through 
weakness or neglect or lack of 
orecise political craftsmanship we 
were to withdraw to anything short 
eof secure boundaries and stable 
peace so as to be at the mercy 
of our relentless adversaries. Every- 
thing that we hold dear is in the, 
balance. We cannot afford to be 
wrong. 

The Middle East is in turmoil to- 
day largely because the Arab Gov- 
ernments have never had a true 
vislon of Israel's purpose and iden- 
tity. They have not grasped the his- 
toric forces at work in her na- 
tional rebirth, They have declined 
to understand the nature of the 
Middle East as the home, not only 
of Arab nationhood, but of diverse 
civilizations, nationalities, lan. 
guages, faiths — and therefore 50- 
vereignties. 

They have not admitted that while 
Arab national righta in 17 sovereign 
states are Jegitimate.and iunchal- 
lenged those righfs cannot be taken 
to the point at which Israel's rights 
are annulled or diminished. Mr. 
Biad's speech contained most of the 


faliacies and illusions which have. 


obscured the Arab view of Israel for 
more than two decades, the picture 
which he presents is of an ex- 
pansionist “Imperialism” imposing 
its power on the Arab world The 
reality ia that of a small nation 
fighting for nothing but its own 
peace, freedom and security in the 
shadow of dark memories and im- 
mensge risks, 


Without conditions 


The questions are how to preserve 
and how to promote negotia- 
tion, On June 7, 1967, the Security 
Couneil decided om a cessation of 
fire without adding any condition 
or Hmit of time, Israel, Egypt, Le- 
banon and Jordan accepted this call. 
Hgypt alone repudiated itt in 1969. 
Nevertheless 17 months have passed 
without exchange of fire. - 
- Israel does not propose to bring 
the cease-fire to an end. We are 
convincdd that Egypt would achieve 
nothing by violating it. But there 
ig danger and significance in Egyp- 
tian speeches announcing that the 
“decision is war" and that peaceful 
remedies have been exhausted. 
ΕἼ come to explain Israel's policy op 
the question of a negotiated peace. 
T begin with the question of a spe- 
οἷαι sgreement for the opening of 
the Suez Canal. Mr. Riad's version 
4g that this idea is dead because 
Jarael bas insisted on it having no 
connection with the pursuit of 8 
final settlement in accordance with 
Security Council resolution 242. This 
of course is not the truth about 
the deadlock. We are available for 
δ: nepotiation on an agreement for 
opening the Suez Canal. Tt is usual 
in approaching such a negotiation 
to clarify the attendant circum- 
stances under which it is to be con- 


ducted. 
: Equal parties 


“It is normal to expect that the 
negotiating parties shali be in 8

@uring the negotiating period, and 
that each shall be free to defend 
its Interests without an impresslon 
that the results of the negotiation 
have been determined in advance. 
While we were seeking clarifica- 
tions of these matters in a positive 
spirit there erupted ‘the violent 
speech by President Sadat on No- 
vember 20 announcing that the de- 
cision for war had ‘been taken, that 
all hope of, peaceful remedy must 
be abandoned, and that he refused 
to cooperate with the United States 
in exploring the possibility of a 
Suez Canal agreement. ial 

We were subsequently informed 
by the U.S. through diplomatic 
channels that President Sadat had 
broken off all contact on thia mat- 
ter. The position therefore is that 
while Israel was clarifying, with un- 
derstandable care, the circumstances 
under which this negotiation might 
take place, the Egyptian Government 
at the highest level of responsibil- 
ity announced that it would not 
take place at al. 

It Η evident thet the opening of 
the Canal, with 2 withdrawal of 
Israeli forces to an silence 
from the cease-fire lines, woul 
curry tangible advantage to Bgyrt, 
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one single word in Israel's reply 


The operation of the Canal, the 
erossing of civilian personae] to the 
vastern bank, the restoration of 
civilian life, the return of nearly a 
million people who normally live on 
the shores of the Canal in times of 
peace would all be Egyptian gains.

‘We are prepared to make these con- 
cessions in order to consolidate the 
cease-fire and to create a momen- 
tum for progress towards other 
agreement. 

‘We ask only that compensating 
conditions for our security be en- 
sured in accordance with the memo- 
randum that we submitted to the U.S, 
in April 1971. While the Canal agree- 
ment would stand on its own feet 
by virtue of its balance of advan- 
tage for each side, we would under- 
take that It would dot affect or 
annul the agreement which Israel 
and Egypt gave in Augyst 1970, to 
hold discussions under Ambassador 
Jarring’s auspices in conformity with 
his mandate under the Security 
Council resolution 242 to promote 
agreement on a final peace. 

The line to be held by Israel 
forces in accordance with a Suez 
Canal agreement would not be con- 
sidered final. When agreement on a 
final boundary was reached in the 
framework of the peace settlement 
Israeli forces would withdraw to it. 

Could anything be more moderate 
or affirmative than this? What 18 
the obstacie? 


In his address to the General Aa- 
sembly on October 4, Secretary of 
State Rogers said that it would not 
be realistic for either side to ex- 
pect to achieve as part of an in- 
terlm settlement complete agreement 
on the terms and conditions of an 
overall settlement. He added that if 
they did so there would be “no ne- 
cessity for an interim settlement" 
at all 

Final withdrawal

Outrageous assertion 


I must tell the General Assembly 
once again in ail solemnity tha.

At. successive phases of the Jar- 
ring peace mission various formulas 
have been suggested to get the ne- 
gotiation into movement. In March 
1988 Ambassador Jarring suggested 
a formula for the convening of the 
meeting between the parties in Ni- 
cosia on the basis of an agreed 
term of reference. Egypt rejected 
that proposal. Those concerned with 
the conciliation effort did not say 
that the mission must be held in 
indefinite suspense until Egypt gave 
@ positive reply to something which 
Egypt's policy did not allow it to 
endorse. 

The same should be true of a me- 
morandum submitted by Ambassa- 
dor Jarring in February of this 
year. 


Question of precedence _ 


One of the queations before the 
General Assembly is whether this 
document takes precedance over the 
need for active negotiation, or whe- 
ther the need for negotiation should 
be paramount, In that case no do- 
cumentary obstacle should stand in 
its way.

Israel Radio and TV will have to cut down their programming un- 
less the Broadcasting Authority finds additional income to balance its 
budget, This was announced by Authority Chairman Haim Yahil at ἃ 


Ῥ meeting on Sunday.

Attributing the major rise in 
costs to devaluation, Dr. Yahii said 
the Authority had either to get an 
additional allocation from the Trea- 
sury ‘(in addition to the IL2m. for 
Arabic broadcasts), or the Govern- 
ment must approve a rise in the 
TV Hcence fee and allow increased 
rates for radio spot commercials. 
‘(An Authority request for raising 
TV Heence fees was recently re- 
jected by the Knesset Fimaace Com- 
mittee.) 

He warned that if this was not 
done for the coming year, Israel 
broadcasting, especially TV. would 
“stagnate.” 


Dr. Yahil also mentioned as a pos-

‘Open University’ 
being considered 
by int’l experts

SRAEL may have an “Open Uni- 
I versity” In the oext.few years, to 
enable adults who live too far from 
an existing institution of higher 
learning, or who are or were pre- 
vented from attending one regularly 
for some reason, to do academic 
studies over the radio and TV. 

This possibility lies behind the 
Cabinet's decision on Sunday, to 
accept the proposal of the Roth- 
schild Memorial Foundation, Yad 
Hanadir, that an international com- 
mission of experts should investi- 
gate whether Israel needs an “Open 
University.” and whether it would be 
worth while to set one up. The 
Rothschild Memorial Foundation has 
camed the experts and will pay the 
cost of the study. 

The first suggestion for an “Open 
University” came up in a special 
committee headed by Prof. Shneur 
Lipson of the Weizmann Institute. 
After the Higher Education Council 
approved the idea, Education Minis- 
ter Yigal Allon asked the Roth- 
schild Foundation if it was willing 
to get involved. both substantively 
and financially. The Foundation 
ed, and drafted the proposal 
which the Cabinet approved yester- 
day. : 
Three experts who will arrive in 
January, 1972, are Prof. Wilbur 
Schramm, who is Professor of Com- 
raunications at Stanford University, 
California; Mr. Harold Howe, vice- 
president of the Ford Foundation; 
and Prof. David Hawkridge of the 
“Open University" In Britain. They 
will work together with a team of 
Israeli educational and communica- 
tions experts still to be named, and 
the joint report will go before the 
Higher Education Council.
